I regret that it will not be possible to give a de- 
tailed report of the nurse at this time. 

Mrs. Weeks, who had served us faithfully for sey- 
eral years, was taken seriously ill last February and was 
obliged to give up the work. We had no service of a 
nurse, from ..that. time until October. Miss Pearl iw! 
Barth took up the work at that time and made the usual 
inspections, but she remained with us only two months. 
In January of this year Miss Maude McBride was en- 
gaged by the Red Cross for this work, but she has not 
yet had the time to get in touch with all the schools in 
the three towns of her district. 

PesTicin seriously concerned about the health condi- 
tions in the Corner school. There was a great deal of 
absence from this school last year because of illness. 
Some of this was due to a contagious disease for which, 
of course, the conditions of the building cannot be held 
responsible; but much absence was due to heavy colds. 
The same thing has occurred again this present year. 

The small room is very crowded and is heated by 
a common stove. It is easily overheated, and it is diffi- 
cult to secure ventilation without exposing some pupils 
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to a draft. As a result, the room is frequently kept at 
too high a temperature and the air is far from pure. 
The room should be equipped with a ventilating heater 
and some provision be made for admitting fresh air 
without creating a draft. The first cost of this type ofa 
heater would be considerably more than for a common 
stove, but it would add greatly to the comfort and 
health of the pupils. Whether the school is retained at 
the Corner or removed to the Hollow, as some desire, 
this criticism and recommendation holds for both build- 
ings, for the conditions are the same in both.
